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A COALITION of 
groups and individuals is 
pledging to fight an ap¬ 
plication to extract oil 
and gas by the controver¬ 
sial “fracking” technique 
in Dorset. 

Large blocks of the 
county, including areas 
around Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth and Wareham, 
have already been allo¬ 
cated for exploration to 
oil companies. 

The technique has been 
blamed for an earthquake 
at Preese Hall Farm near 
Blackpool which led the 
Government to ban the 
method for a time. That 
ban has now been lifted 
with the chancellor ac¬ 
tively promoting frack¬ 
ing by offering tax breaks 
for exploration in his 


spring budget. 

Fracking involves 
pumping a water, mud 
and chemical mix into 
underground reserves of 
oil trapped in shale at ex¬ 
treme pressure to free the 
precious liquid. 

In America, where the 
technique is widespread, 
it has been blamed for 
pollution of water 
sources and subsidence. 

There are examples 
quoted of gas entering 
water supplies with 
YouTube films of people 
burning the gas said to be 
coming out of their taps. 
But those in favour of 
fracking claim the tech¬ 
nique, if properly regu¬ 
lated, is safe and offers 
real hope of increasing 
our supplies of oil. 
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Opponents at a Dorch¬ 
ester meeting heard that 
the around half of the 
county’s water supplies 
comes from underground 
reserves, known as 
aquifers, which could be 
put at risk by fracking. 


The meeting, attended 
by about 70 people, 
heard that licences for 
South and East Dorset 
had already been given 
by the Department of En¬ 
ergy and Climate 


Change. 

Some believe the area 
could be a prime target 
for exploration - given 
the history of oil in the 
area and many historic 
references to areas of the 
county having oil-bear¬ 
ing rocks and shales. One 
example being that of an 
area known as Burning 
Cliff near Hol-

worth where fires are re¬ 
ported to have burnt in 
years gone by on the oil¬ 
bearing cliff. 

One of the founding 
members of the anti¬ 
fracking group, Jeanie 
Averill, told the meeting: 
“There is a real urgency 
to this now and a real 
possibility that it could 
happen here.”

HISTORY enthusiast Chris Lovejoy first moved to 
Lyme Regis in 1997 and has lived between the 
seaside resort and Axminster in East Devon ever 
since. 

Originally from Newbury, Chris grew up in Kent 
and London before travelling overseas and 
spending seven years in an Ashram in Pune, 
India. 

After varying careers, from lawyer to furniture 
restorer, he now runs history tours of Lyme Regis 
and this summer is taking on the town's popular 
ghost tours. 

Chris lives with wife Judy and their two cats. 


• WHAT did you do before running the Lyme Regis 
History Walks? 

have had many jobs in my life - lawyer, prison proba¬ 
tion officer, therapist, creative arts administrator, furni¬ 
ture restorer, ESL teacher, to name just a few. I used to 
think it was a defect of my character that I always 
wanted to do different things rather than sticking with 
one career, but now I'm grateful for all the knowledge 
and experience I've gained over the years. 

• WHY did you start up the history walks? 

One day, walking along Sherborne Lane, I had a sudden 
overwhelming impression of hearing the tramping of 
heavy boots and deep gutteral voices. Although over 
in a split second, this strange"vision" inspired me to 
look deeper into town history and I later discovered 
that this area was one of the front lines of combat dur¬ 
ing the Siege of Lyme in the Civil War. 

The more I read the more I was amazed at the rich¬ 
ness and variety of Lyme's past and realised that, while 
its literary heritage and paleontology was well repre¬ 
sented by others, no one, at that time, was presenting 
the broader history of the town to our visitors. So I 
started Lyme History Walks. This will be our third sea¬ 
son. 

• TELL us a little about the walks... 

The walks take place on Mondays and Saturdays at 
11 am from March to September, last an hour and a half 
and are suitable to anyone with average walking ability. 
Visitors can now pre-booka walkthrough the museum. 
From a humble medieval settlement of monks to a 
great Elizabethan port, through its subsequent decline 
and 18th century resurrection as a fashionable resort 
up to the present day, we meet many of the remark¬ 
able men and women who played their part in Lyme's 



evolving story. I tell tales from their lives, recount key 
events, introducing smugglers and buccaneers, artists, 
rebels, scientists and philanthropists, the humble and 
the fashionable who all left their mark on the town. 

• WHAT'S your favourite Lyme Regis historical link 
or story? 

I love to talk about Thomas Coram and the Foundling 
Hospital, and tell the story of Lassie, the Pilot Boat dog 
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who saved the life of a sailor. Henry Fielding's at¬ 
tempted abduction of a local lass is also a great story. 

• WHY did you decide to take on the ghost walks 
this summer? 

I decided to take on the Ghost Walks as an exciting 
challenge. Despite the great training and support he 
has given me, I know Carl Salter will be a hard act to fol¬ 
low. 

• WHAT can those taking part expect from the 
Ghost Walks? 

The Ghost Walks are above all good entertainment for 
all the family. Participants can expect a blend of local 
folklore, scary (but not too scary!) stories, spooky jokes, 
sound effects and slapstick. They will start in May, every 
Tuesday and Thursday from 7.30pm for an hour 
throughout the season from the museum or other 
named venue. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Meditation is my greatest joy. I can't imagine my life 
without it. I play the piano and keyboard and enjoy all 
kinds of music alone. I also love being around most 
kinds of animals. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I love the warm, easygoing nature of the local people 
and the soft blend of rural and ocean landscape, so 
good for walking. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the area 
if you could? 

I would revive the old Axminster to Lyme Regis branch 
line, closed in 1965.1 believe this could solve a lot of 
our traffic problems. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would start a foundation for teaching meditation in 
prisons and open an animal rescue centre. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to a dream 
dinner party? 

I would invite three of my favourite comedians/comic 
actors - Lenny Henry, Sandy Toksvig and Giles Bran- 
dreth.

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Worries council offices will not sell

Premier weekend for new hotel 


■ DORCHESTER'S new Premier 
Inn, costing just under £4mil- 
lion, has been officially opened 
creating 30 new jobs. 

Parent company, Whitbread 
PLC claim the property will con¬ 
tribute more than £7.7 million to 
the local economy. 

The new 76-bedroom hotel at 
the Brewery Square develop¬ 
ment also features an onsite 
restaurant. 

Each bedroom can cater for up 
two adults and two children 
(aged 15 and under) and in¬ 
cludes an en - suite bathroom; a 
king size bed; remote control TV 
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with Freeview; tea/coffee mak¬ 
ing facilities, and a desk area with 
WiFi access. 

During the Easter weekend the 


new hotel was almost com¬ 
pletely full with bookings said to 
be running at a higher level than 
expected for the weeks ahead. 


The sale of the building was crucial to make the finan¬ 
cial argument for a move and local people fear that the 
longer the building remains empty the less money the 
council is likely to get for it. 

Despite the move the car park to the rear of the 
building remains open for staff parking, although on 
most days remains empty. 

The council is undertaking a second marketing ex¬ 
ercise for the building which failed to attract bids of 
even half the originally estimated £3million. 

Opponents of the district council’s move to new of¬ 
fices in Charles Street fear the site may become run¬ 
down if a suitable buyer cannot be found. 

The Bristol-based company, GVA, which has been 
marketing the offices and outlying buildings since 
May last year has said from the outset that they were 
confident of finding a buyer, or buyers if the site is 
sub-divided. 

Their sales brochure offered around 4,600 square 
metres of office space over a 1.6 acre site, together 
with around 85 car parking spaces. 

The site includes the former county pathology labo¬ 
ratory, Glyde Path House; the cottages at 36-41 Colli- 
ton Street, which were used as offices; 17 and 17a 
Colliton Street and Old School House. Also for sale is 
the Bennets Court car park in Colliton Street. 

Energy ratings for all of the building are at the low 
end of the official categories with Category D at best 
and Category G for the worst of the buildings. 

“The campus would suit a variety of uses which may 
include offices, leisure, retail and residential, to be 
achieved through sympathetic conversion and rede¬ 
velopment of the existing buildings,” said the sales 
brochure.

Thatched roof fire 

UP TO 50 firefighters fought a thatched roof fire at Lit- 
tlebredy on Easter Sunday. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue were called to the scene at about 
4.15pm - with two machines each from Dorchester, Brid- 
port and Weymouth - with crews also from Maiden New¬ 
ton, Beaminster, Charmouth and Bere Regis. 

The blaze affected the roof of two semi-detached prop¬ 
erties and is believed to have started in the chimney. 

The fire was under control by shortly after 6pm with 
crews staying on the scene during the evening.

She said that objectors had to be ready to oppose ap¬ 
plications at every stage. 

In her talk she said that the technique typically used 
multiple well heads and “phenomenal” volumes of 
water and chemicals which resulted in far more waste, 
and a higher risk of pollution, than conventional oil 
extraction. Wells were often drilled to depths of three 
kilometres and could extend sideways by similar dis¬ 
tances, some using two to six million gallons of water 
which, even at low volumes, could carry between 
10,000 and 120,000 gallons of chemical additives, 



much of which would remain in the ground. 

“What does come back up is recognised as a haz¬ 
ardous waste in the UK,” she said. 

She said that what was being proposed by the Gov¬ 
ernment was the industrialisation of the countryside 
with all the consequences that would have for people 
living nearby as well as traffic congestion, risk of pol¬ 
lution and the effects on tourism and house prices. 

The meeting was also shown a film about fracking 
in this country and America and heard from experts 
in geology and planning. 

Pete West, from Dorset County Council, said one the 
problems was that by pursuing fracking it would lock 
the country into fossil fuels - while what would be a 
better option would be further use of renewable en¬ 
ergy sources. 

“Even if we do get fracking there is no guarantee 
that we in the UK would directly benefit from it. It 
will be traded on the market.. .if we are not careful we 
could simply end up pushing more and more power 
into the hands of a few companies.” 

A further meeting of the steering group is being held 
tonight (Thursday, April 4th), to develop the campaign 
against fracking.

CHANGES come into ef¬ 
fect at Dorchester’s street 
market this week which 
will result in a ban on 
some types of stall. 

The market had been 
threatened with closure but 
has now been spared - al¬ 
though for some traders, 
who don’t sell “tangible 
goods” it will mean the 
end of the road. 

Among those affected by 
the decision will be one 
man who has been attend¬ 


ing the market on some 
Saturdays for two years of¬ 
fering deals on gas and 
electricity supplies, 
phones and broadband. 
Because the council, 
which runs the market do 
not consider that what he 
sells is a “tangible good”, 
trader Ivor Cardell will 
have to move elsewhere if 
he wants to carry on trad¬ 
ing. 

Mr Cardell claims that 


the ban is unfair and that 
others are doing exactly 
the same at other markets 
up and down the country. 

Other changes taking 
place include the need for 
all traders to remove their 
vehicles from the street by 
8.45am, compared to the 
existing 10am. 

A council spokesman 
said that the changes had 
been agreed after talks 
with regular traders: “A 
panel of councillors from 


both councils (West Dorset 
and Dorchester Town) 
agreed to recommend that 
from April 1st licences 
will not be issued to 
traders who propose to use 
the market for display or 
promotional use. 

“The decision was 
reached in conjunction 
with the traders’ represen¬ 
tatives to ensure the in¬ 
tegrity and vitality of the 
market would be main¬ 
tained.”

One door doses and another opens 


ONE Dorchester town centre shop has been saved 
from closure.. .but others have shut down. 

Millets announced it would be shutting its door in 
the first week of March after the parent company de¬ 
cided to rationalise the number of stores it has - but 
last week a sign appeared saying the business was to 
stay open and that Blacks, the parent company, was 
now recruiting staff. 

The shop, almost completely devoid of stock earlier 
in the month, has now been re-supplied. 

The county town has branches of both Mill ets and 
Blacks, both owned by JD Sports. 

Nationally Blacks reported a £16million loss in Oc¬ 
tober last year and, at the time, had seen a 90 per cent 
drop in its share price since January 2012 when the 
chain was taken over.

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Work begins on library 


WORK to fit out Dorch¬ 
ester’s new library and 
adult learning centre is 
underway - but the open¬ 
ing could still be more 
than three months away. 

Dorset County Council 
is relocating the two serv¬ 
ices in a combined “one- 
stop shop” for reading and 
learning, occupying three 
floors in the newly- 
opened Charles Street de¬ 
velopment, shared with 
West Dorset District 
Council. 

The new centre is due to 
open its doors in July. 
Its main entrance and re¬ 
ception will be in South 
Walks, opposite the 
Hardye Arcade. 

Library and learning re¬ 
sources will be spread 
across the three floors, in¬

Plush signs restored to former glory 


JOHN Browning of Plush, near Dorchester, has led 
the first community Dorset Fingerpost Project, a re¬ 
furbishment of a fingerpost sign in the centre of his 
village. 

The initiative was funded by Dorset Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty (AONB) and Piddle Valley Parish 
Council. 

“It was becoming apparent that the existing fingerpost 
was in a bad way, the arms were rotten and many of 
the original alloy letters were missing,” said Mr 
Browning. 

“ As a community we felt very strongly about ensuring 
that this iconic focal point of our village was properly 
restored and not replaced with a cheaper alternative. 
After investigating what the legal implications were, 
what materials would be necessary and with the help 
of a number of local specialists, the fingerpost sign

was fully restored to its authentic traditional design. 
This was a fantastic project to get involved with and I 
would urge anyone who is concerned about their local 
fingerpost sign to get in touch with Dorset AONB.” 
Sue Mitchell from the Dorset AONB added: “When 
Mr Browning approached us about restoring the fin¬ 
gerpost sign in Plush, it demonstrated how passionate 
people are about maintaining the local distinctiveness 
of Dorset. 

“It is another example of how anyone can get involved 
and any residents, communities or businesses that are 
inspired by this project are welcome to contact me at 
Dorset AONB expressing their concerns about a local 
sign and find out how they can become a fingerpost 
champion and sponsor or even carry out its repair. We 
can then ensure that the signs are restored in accor¬ 
dance with the true historic design.” 

The new sign, which took a month to complete and 
came in at half its allocated budget, is now back in 
place, directing traffic through the village.

Strugglers hit four past woeful Magpies 


Dorchester Town 0 Staines Town 4 
Blue Square South - att: 487 

(Saturday, March 30th) 
DORCHESTER Town were swept aside by 
Staines Town at The Avenue on Saturday 
as the relegation threatened visitors 
turned the formbook upside down. 

Magpies'manager Phil Simkin kept faith 
with the side that beat Farnborough Town 
on Tuesday except in goal where Jason 
Matthews returned after injury. 

This meant debutant Steve Walker kept 
his place in the centre of defence with 
Aaran Pugh, returning after suspension, 
having to warm the subs' bench. 

However the plan backfired as the 
Swans outmuscled their hosts with cap¬ 
tain David Wheeler dictating the play. 

There was more misery for Simkin how¬ 
ever as he lost both Tom Nichols and Ben 
Watson to injury and had skipper Mark 
Jermyn sent-off in the second-half. 

Kieffer Moore looking for games to get 
his fitness back after a long injury was well 
policed by Jerel Ifil but did manage to 
shake him off twice early on but his efforts 
failed to really test'keeper JackTurner. 

As on Tuesday neither side could settle 
in the first 15 minutes but slowly Staines 
began to take control, and midway 
through the half strikerTyrone Marsh had 
the home defence caused chaos inside 
the penalty area before the ball was 
hacked away. 

Soon after Walker should have scored 
with the Magpies best chance of the after¬ 
noon but he put a free header from Neil 
Martin's cross well wide. 

However the pressure was building on 
the home defence and Jermyn was 
booked for a rash challenge on Marsh 
right on the line of the penalty area near 
the left angle on 34 minutes, and he made 
him pay for the mistake by curling the 
free-kick beyond Matthews into the far 
corner with the aid of a slight deflection 
off a defender's head. 

Dorchester, on the ropes needed to 
reach half-time in order to regroup, but 
Wheeler dashed their hopes with two 
pieces of magic either side on the break. 

With a minute to half-time he was al¬ 
lowed to run 30 yards holding off chal¬ 
lenges from Martin and Walker to slot the 
ball back across Matthews into the corner 
of the net. 

Pugh replaced Harry Bell at the start of 


the second half, but within two minutes 
the game was over when Wheeler was 
once again allowed to run at the home 
defence before feeding the unmarked 
Louis-Rae Beadle, who had time to pick 
his spot and curl his shot around 
Matthews. 

The county town 'keeper then had to 
race from goal to save at Marsh's feet after 
Wheeler had threaded another exquisite 
pass through an overworked defence. 

Things went from bad to worse just after 
the hour when Wheeler slipped Pugh 
wide on the right and as he raced towards 
goal was brought to the ground with a 
crashing tackle from Jermyn that brought 
a second yellow and subsequent red card. 

Dorchester's best second-half effort 
came from Nick Crittenden but his 25- 
yard shot was easily held by Turner above 
his head. 

Staines were now well in control and 
with the extra man made a number of 
good chances before substitute Dan 
Brown hit the top of the crossbar with a 
header from Max Worsfold's corner. Bea¬ 
dle returned the compliment by providing 
Wheeler with a chance but the former 
Brighton player drove his shot beyond the 
far post. 

To rub salt into the wound Brown added 
a fourth in the last minute of normal time 
after Wheeler once again provided the 
pass to leave Matthews facing Brown and 
Beadle. He blocked the former's first shot, 
but the ball rebounded kindly for Brown 
to drive it home and complete a miserable 
afternoon for the Magpies. 

Simkin said after: "My decision to stay 
with the same side as Tuesday unfortu¬ 
nately was wrong. I did what everyone 
considers to be the right decision after a 
performance like that; I didn't start certain 
players and it blew up in my face. At least 
I have learned a few things from the 
game. 

"If you were a neutral watching you 
would have to agree they were stronger 
and wanted it more than us, and on the 
day I can't argue with that. 

"The senior players made poor decisions 
at crucial times, and that was disappoint¬ 
ing, and anyone that thinks we don't miss 
Ashley Nicholls only has to look at today's 
game." 

It is possible Simkin will be without Wat¬ 
son (reoccurrence of calf strain) and 


Nichols (dead leg) for Monday's trip to 
Eastleigh.

(Tuesday, March 26th) 

ATOM Nichols strike midway through the 
first-half set DorchesterTown on their way 
to victory that moved them move back in 
contention for a play-off place. 

Already missing his three central de¬ 
fenders through suspension, manager 
Phil Simkin was also without injured 
keeper Jason Matthews and midfield 
maestro Ashley Nicholls who was con¬ 
fined to bed with flu. 

Alan Walker-Harris answered the county 
town bosses SOS to replace Matthews, 
whilst Steve Walker was drafted in for his 
debut alongside skipper Mark Jermyn in 
the centre of the defence. In midfield 
Lewis Morgan partnered Jamie Gleeson, 
playing his 300th game for the Magpies. 

Farnborough started the better with 
Daniel Bennett and Dave Tarpey putting 
the home defence under pressure.
